Forgotten During Festive Days 


There are 25,000 patients in 
Massachusetts state mental in- 
stitutions who need the public’s 
support, not only in the present 
Christmas season but throughout 
the year. 

Our concern is not that these 
unfortunate people have been for- 
gotten as in times past, On the 
contrary, there has been a mag- 
nificent outpouring of personal 
and community interest inthe pa- 
tients’ welfare, But it seems that 
the needs of some patients and 
wards have been Seriously over- 
looked inthis busy holiday season. 

The public needs tobe remind- 
ed that gifts of clothing and other 
articles for the patients should 
be new or at least in the same 
condition as one would give one’s 
own children. In many cases, 
these articles are unusable and in 
disrepair. As a result, they must 
be discarded. 

People do not like to give their 
children used things and stuff that 
is of no value. Please think twice 
before unloading the dregs of your 


attics or cellars on the state in- 
stitutions. The patients deserve 
better than that. 

The best thingthe citizencando 
to help brighten the life of the 
institutionalized mentally ill and 
retarded is to contact the volun- 
teers’ office of a hospital or 
schgol. Find out what the needs 
of the patients are and then pro- 
ceed accordingly. 

These may include arranging a 
party for a ward or a cottage 
of 25 or more patients, particu 
larly where they are elderly and 
bedridden. 

Inquire about patients’ funds 
for gifts to be purchased in your 
name. 

Most hospitals welcome clothes 
and cosmetics for the women pa- 
tients; clothes, shaving, and other 
items for the men. 

Many wards could use a libra- 
ry with newspaper and magazine 
subscriptions, books, radios, and 
countless other items. 

We are reminded by the staff 
at Bridgewater Correctional In- 


stitutional that its state hospital 
department would be interestedin 
school textbooks at all levels for 
its education program. Also 
men’s clothing is a great need 
there. 

The passage of a law last year 
to provide a comprehensive pro- 
gram of community mental health 
services in the Commonwealthis 
beginning to upgrade thecare and 
treatment of the mentally ill. 

If we are going to have com- 
munity effort inbehalf of the men- 
tally ill, let’s have it in the most 
meaningful direction!
